Dr. Kruger said in part: "If we 
investigate closely all 
the state 
m enu of Christ directed against 
wealth 
we find that in non*1 of 
them Jesus condemns the posses 
aion of earthly goods, as such, but 
only the abuse of It. Frequently he 
issues warning against the poten 
tial dangers of riches. Likewise we 
should not be able to point out a 
single passage through which the 
gates of heaven are opened to the 
poor, merely because of poverty. 
"Wealth is not in itself a vice." 
he continued, "nor is poverty, in It­ 
self, a virtu*. It all depends upon 
how we have acquired wealth, and 
how' we have become poor, and 
what we will do with our wealth, 
or to what use we turn our pov­ 
erty. The vital question Is this: Is 
wealth our master, or servant? The 
cardinal principle is stated in the 
wall known words of Jesus: 'No 
man can serve two masters. Ye 
cannot serve God and Mammon.’ 
“A true Christian makes proper 
u t* of his material goods by let­ 
ting his brethren share in the gifts 
which the Creator of all things on 
earth has given him. In humility 
he acknow.)edges that they are not 
his hut belong to his Maker and 
that h * is merely a steward of his 
Master In Heaven. 
Following the 
example of Christ he makes true 
service and charity to his brethren 
the guiding principle of his ac­
